An interview yesterday afternoon with athletic manager Hay 
Finlay. and coaches F. M. Van Wagner and Em Orlick disclosed a fact 
that "a New Deal of Sports" revolutionizing the ideas of former years, 
has come. Beginning with Coach Kerr's football school a so-called 
"School of Skills" has come into existence, which will in the near future 
start providing instruction for the masses rather than for those few 
who are gifted in the way of athletics. The following sport* are to be 
included in the instruction courses:

We may 
pay for it with our health — and pcrh&p- 
with our lives — unies? wc take a reason- 
able amount of exercise and by exercise 
we don : mean necer-ariiy the old drud- 
gery o: touching the floor and sue; 1 , every 
morning. There are; plenty of suitable 
sports that can be a lot of fun ay well as 
being good body builders. 

The cessation of Intercollegiate sports 
this year at McGii! puts a damper on the 
proverbial "rah rail" college spirit but it 
has its compensation.- in that it give- ;• 
greater opportunity for each and every 
lent to get into one or more of the 
many -poru represented at McGii!. The 
Athletic Office and tiic Students' Athletic 
Council have worked long and hard or- 
ganizing sports l<>: everybody this ycai 
$Dd the support of the audem body is all 
that is needed to make tins one of tiit 
most successful sport years 'it far as the 
individual studeir is concerned. 

So far the response to the appeal of

Tltc, fsiiiitj members wore rated by the 
students on 10 traits that are regarded ns im- 
■portant in (lie personality of a good teacher, 
j and the remits of the students' ratings not 
only are expected to furnish basis for (acuity 
improvement but at the same time probably 
afford sn oiit'.ct for some pent-up student 
] opinions. 

Only 50 members of the faculty were sub- 
irctcNi to the tort-tube of student opinion, but 
the rating* were made b> 2115 students in Ml 
; different classes. The classes contained from 
1? to 121 students each. The rating scale was 
one evolved by Dr. G, C. Brandenburg and 
Dr H H Remitters known as the Purdue 
scale. Its authors declare that next to stu- 
dc'.-.t intelligence, the factors contained In 
their rating scale are probabl} the most im- 
portent factors m the learning pi*ôec.ss. 

The point.- upon which the .students here 
! sat in judgment upon the faculty were: inter- 
est in subject, sympathetic attitude toward 
! students, fairness in grading, liberal and pro- 
gressive attitude, presentation of subject mat- 
ter, sense of proportion and humor, seîf-reîi- 
ar.ee and confidence, persona! peculiarities, 
personal appcarar.ee and power to stimulate 
•.r.trllec'.usl curiosity. 

Results o.' the student ratings have been 
compiled and interpreted by Dr J. D. Hell- 
man, professor of educational psychology at 
Colorado State College of Education, and Dr. 
W. D. Armentreut, vice-president of the col- 
lege. All of the ratings made by students 
were, of necessity, unsigned, to insure free- 
dom of student expression 

According tc the tabulations, the students 
'■ etc much better satisfied with the personal 
appearance of their teacher?, the interest they 
tsfce in their subjects and the fairness of their 
» awarding of grade marks than they arc with 
their persona! peculiarities, the degree of in- 
tellectual curiosity aroused by them or the 
excellence with which they present subject 
; matter. 

Final results of the tests here showed that 
the students hao the poorest opinions of the 
Way teachers presented their subject matter. 
While they had the best opinions of their per- 
sona! appearance. 

Students' arrangement of the factors upon 
which instructors were graded, resolved itself 
ir.'.T' :r..s order: 

1 Personal appcarar.ee. 

2 Interest in subject matter. 
S. Fairness ip grading. 

4, Self-reliance and confidence. 

5 Sympathetic attitude toward students.

Twenty-three of the 51) teachers rated had 

been rated in similar tests five to seven years 
ago Only nine vl them were rated higher 
than in the previous tests.

Post-Term Army Training 
Awaits Americans 



New Law Brings Southerners 
on Par With Canadians 
at McGill 



Although exempt from the regu- 
lar compulsory military training 
given to British subjects at McGill, 
American .students here may yet 
find themselves familiar with the 
staccato commands of drill instruc- 
tors before long. According to an 
official despatch received by the 
Daily office, any University scholar, 
studying for a regular BA. or 
B.Sc. degree, who is an American 
subject, may be chosen for selec- 
tive service in the U.S. under the 
"Selective Service Regulations." 
Any student so drafted may. how- 
ever, postpone his training until 
July 1st, 1041. by which date he 
must register at the nearest "Local 
Board'' in the U.S. 

The sections of the Regulations 
which we have interpreted as 
above follow: 

On Registration. Section 14 Para- 
graph 241: 

Every man subject to registration 
who is not within the continental 
United States on the registration 
date fixed by Presidential procla- 
mation shall immediately after his 
return to the continental United 
States present himself for and sub- 
mit to registration at the nearest 
Local Board. 

Liability For Service. Section 5, 
Paragraph f: 

Any person who, during the year 
1940. entered upon attendance for 
the academic year 1940-41— -t H at 
any college or university which 
grants a degree m arts or science, 
lo pursue a course of instruction 
satisfactory completion of which is 
prescribed by such college or uni- 
versity as a prerequisite to either of 
such degrees; or (2) at any uni- 
versity described in paragraph il), 
to pursue a course of instruction to 
the pursuit of which a degree in 
arts or science is prescribed by such
